The larger sum was em- 
ployed in detailed calculations, put 
in evidence as the company worked 
up an effort to show that the 
increase would produce earnings 
materially below what the com- 
pany considers a fair return on 
its investment. 


A groundwork thus is being laid 
which could be utilized if the com- 
pany were to seek an additional 
rate increase later. While no 
statement has been given by the 
company to the commission as to 
whether such an attempt might 
be made, it has become apparent 
that the evidence was designed to 
leave the way open for this. 

Might Obviate Effort. 

Action by the state commission 
to make sharp reductions in the 
investment rate base or in the 
operating expenses allowable in 
the rate-making process might ob- 
viate any attempt to obtain a 
further rate increase. 


Evidence so far produced has 
been solely on behalf of the com- 
pany. Opportunity will be given 
in about a month for the commis- 
sion’s technical staff to present its 
own testimony and to cross-exam- 
me the company witnesses, and 


for the various cities opposing the 


application to attack the com- 
pany’s claims on rate base and 
char expenses, The commis 
sion staff is participating actively 
in the proceedings as a general 
representative of the public. 

The company made it clear that 
it was counting on the 6% per 
cent rate of fair return which the 
state commission has considered 
proper for utilities in general for 
some time past. 


Higher Costs Cited. 


It said its $3,250,000 request was 
calculated with this in mind, but 
that operating expenses in the 
latter part of this year had risen 
even higher than had been antici- 
pated, so that this rate increase 
now was expected to yield only 5 
per cent. Currently, without a 
rate increase, the company fig- 
ured it was earning only 3.7 per 
cent on the investment. There 
have been indications that the 
commission might lower the rate 
of returf allowable from the old 
6% per cent level. 

Other contentions brought out 
by the company, which’ could be 
used as part of the groundwork 
for seeking a further increase, 
include: 


Cost level of the large new 


plant under construction to meet 
demands for service is 46 per 
cent above that of older plants 
now in service, and nearly $68,- 
000,000 in constryction is planned 
for the next two years. 

Ratio of revenue to plant in- 
vestment is declining from the 
peak of 1946, when the telephone 
system was loaded far beyond 
designed normal capacity.

Area Engineer Is Witness. 


Vande Steeg, area engineer for 
the company, was Southwestern's 
second witness yesterday. 


He told how plant expansion 
was limited in 1945, last wear 
year, by shortages of equipment 
and mtaerials and by a War 
Production Board order which 
limited telephone plant use 
to 105 per cent of designed normal 
capacity, to save a margin for 
war emergency service. That 105 
per cent level actually was equiv- 
alent to about 90 per cent of full- 
to- the - limit capacity, he ex- 
plained. Last year, because of the 
demands for service, facilities 
were pressed into use at about 
97.5 per cent of full capacity, but 
this overloaded the system and 
hindered some phases of service. 

A five-year telephone construc- 
tion program for Missouri was 
listed by Vande Steeg as follows: 
1945, $5,554,085; 1946, $15,374,000; 
1947, $23,130,000; 1948, $34,573,000; 
1949 $33,201,000; total, $111,832,085, 

In spite f this work contem- 
plated he continued, the Missouri 
system still will be overloaded dt 
the end of 1949, and customers still 
will not be able to obtain always 
aot ei type of service they 
wish,

tempt to prophesy price levels for 
more than two years hence, he 
said there was an estimate, on the 
present basis of calculation, of a 
$98,700,000 additional Missouri con- 
struction program in 1950-53.

Coaxial Cable Being Built. 


A coaxial cable, capable of car- 
rying numerous converaations si- 
multaneously, is under construc- 
tion along the Missouri-Arkansas 
side of the Mississippi river be- 
tween St. Louis and Memphis, 
Vande Steeg said. He said it 
would be finished by the end of 
1948 and the northern half by next 
Aug. 1, with the effect of releas- 
ing many other circuits to give 
better toll service between inter- 
mediate points.

“The case of Illinois is pointed 
out because it was only a few 
weeks before the Centralia explo- 
sion that the State Republican po- 
litical machine was exposed in 
the act.of putting a lug on coal 
mine operators to help finance 
the campaign for a Republican 
candidate for Mayor of Chicago. 
“On top of this exposure, it 
was revealed that Governor Green 
of Hlinois failed to consider an ap- 
peal from Scanlan to act prompt- 
ly to prevent a disaster at the 
Centralia mine. Scanlan’s appeal 
went unheeded when Governor 
Green referred his report to the 
State Department of Mines.

LIFER RETRIED AFTER 15 YEARS 
CONVICTED ON LESSER COUNT 


BAY CITY, Mich., Dec. 16 (AP) 
—Rene de Meerleer, Michigan’s 
original “quick justice” victim, 
was convicted of manslaughter 
last night in his retrial on a 18 
year-old murder charge. A circuit 
court jury of three men and nine 
women deliberated more than five 
hours. before returning its verdict. 

Manslaughter carries a Maxi- 
mum 15-year prison sentence. Cir- 
cuit Judge Karl K. Leibrand would 
not say whether the 15 years of a 
life sentence De Meerleer already 
has served would count on his new 
sentence. 

The 33-year-old De Meerleer, 
charged with first degree murder 
in the shooting of George A, 
Brown, 65-ycar-old filling station 
attendant, in 1982, had been grant- 
ed a retrial last February by the 
United States Supreme Court.

The United States 
recognized that Germany in its 
present state of destitution would 
require outside assistance and 
Was prepared to accept a fair 
share of the burden of such aid 
until a unified Germany could be- 
come self-sustaining.

evening put forth a statement re- 


garding reparations which, to put 
it in the simplest of terms, is not 
at all acceptable to the United 


States delegation. That is the sit- 


uation as I now understand it. 


Later in the meeting, after 
British Foreign Secretary Ernest 


Bevin had spoken, Marshali made 


this statement: 

E have reached quite evi- 

dently a fundamental differ- 

ence regarding the question 
of reparations. Mr, Molotov's last 
statement seemed to me a repe- 
tition of statements which we 
largely felt were without founda- 
tion. Now at the expense of some 
repetition of the views Mr. Bevin 
has just stated, I would like to 


review the situation as it is seen 


by the United States delegation. 
The United States hoped there 
would emerge from this confer- 
ence the beginning of a united 
and self - respecting Germany 
which could find its way back to 
peace and freedom and achieve its 
own well-being and redemption 
through co-operative effort with 
other European countries, | 
The United States ‘had even 
higher hopes for an Austrian 
settiement. 
It will be useful, I think, at this 
point to see just where we are. 
We have failed to reach agree- 
ment on a treaty for Austria be- 
cause the Soviet Union has de- 
manded for itself properties and 
special privileges in Aystria in an 
amount and to an extent which 
far exceed any rightful claims and 
which far exceed what a free Aus- 
tria can afford. If Soviet claims 
were admitted it would be at the

At Moscow the United States.

The work was pushed forward by 
Kenneth C. Royall when he be- 
came secretary. 

The plan contemplates estab- 
lishment of a nation-wide but 
small civilian defense organiza- 
tion, under a civilian head to be 
appointed by the President. This 
man might be answerable directly 
to the President within the frame- 
work of the national defense es- 
tablishment, or might come within 
the more restricted organization 
of the Department of Defense. 

Staff under Civilian Head. 

The plan envisages that the 
head of the organization would 
have the smallest possible personal 
staff, with rigid precautions taken 
against “empire puilding.“ He 
would be supported by a limited 
number of regional chiefs, 

His chief job, and that of the 
regional chiefs, however, would be 
to advise and assist the state Gov- 
ernors to deal with an emergency 
which might call for co-ordinated 
action on the part of several adja- 
cent states. The plan recommends 
that legislation should be enacted 
widening the powers of the state 
governors to enable them to cope 
with disasters of a magnitude not 
hitherto experienced. They should 
be able, for example, to concen- 


trate the use of municipal anti- 


disaster facilities, such as fire- 
fighting apparatus, wherever most 
needed, even if local municipal au- 
thorities should oppose this out of 
fears that their town might be the 
next victim. 

Above all, the plan is designed 
to make civilians more self-reliant 
and less inclined to call on the 
Army for help whenever things go 
wrong. 

Need For Army Elsewhere. 

Members of the Bull board as- 
| sumed that in the event of a sud- 
den sneak attack every available 
—— in this country would de 
needed for immediate active serv- 
Hee in defense of vital installations 
in the continental United States 
against parachute attack, garri- 
soning of Alaska and other north- 
ern outposts, and seizure of stra- 
tegic bases close to the attacking 
power from which close-range at- 
tacks could be brought against his

These steps are regarded by the 
Army as of extreme urgency in 
the event of attack and permit- 
ting no delay, There would not 
therefore be the military forces 
available in the United States to 
deal with the disorganization 
which an atomic attack would in- 
flict.

There is good precedent for the Missouri 
dean’s recommendation. Designed by a junior 
Air Force officer, an “information bomb” was 


‘developed by the American Army in England 


and used by the hundreds in the bombing-mis- 
sions for SHAEF’s Psychological Warfare Divi- 
sion, under Brig. Gen Robert A. McClure, This 
missile, which was packed with leaflets and 
small in German and other lan- 
guages, dropped out of the bomb bay just as did 
those carrying high explosives. But instead of 
spreading destruction, it opened at the desired 
height and scattered information about the true 
course of the war to the enemy below. 

These information bombs helped a great deal 
to break the Nazi morale both at the front and 
at home, They carried only the truth and in 
time the Germans were able to test these asser- 
tions for themselves.

Airport Plan With Vision 
One recommendation stands out above all 
others in the report to Mayor Kaufmann on St. 
Louis’ airport problem by the Governmental Re- 
search Institute. This is the proposal that the 
city move at once for the creation of an inde- 


_ pendent airport agency to handle all the aviation 


matters which are now scattered through present 
branches of the municipal government. 

This amounts to saying that our present ma- 
chinery is inadequate to handle our airport prob- 
lem. It is a conclusion based on a careful, de- 
tailed study of aviation operations in New York 
City, Chicago, Baltimore, Philadelphia, Washing- 
ton, Kansas City and Minneapolis-St. Paul. 

The City Hall’s method of study and passing 
on airport matters is so bad, the report says in 
effect, that St. Louls should ask the next session 
of the Legislature to establish by state statute 
an independent City Aviation Commission “to 
be responsible for the development and admin- 
istration of airports throughout the St. Louis 
area in both Missouri and Illinois.” 

This commission would serve only until a St. 
Louis Metropolitan Authority, patterned after 
the successful New York Port Authority, could 
become operative. The Governmental Research 
Institute’s report develops this idea persuasively. 
It should help even the doubters to see that a 
genuine two-state agency, covering not only St. 
Louis and St. Louis and St. Charles counties, 
but Madison, St. Clair and Monroe counties in 
Illinois, is the ultimate solution. 

There are other aspects of this forward-look- 
ing report which deserve close attention. All, 
however, are secondary to these immediate and 
long-term proposals for getting an adequate gov- 
ernmental means for seeing and handling the 
airport problem in its wholeness. 

It is decidedly to Mayor Kaufmann’s credit 
that he asked for and has obtained a report of 
this character. The report, however, will be of 
little value unless it is acted on. The Mayor will 


. serve the best interests of aviation in St. Louis 


by moving promptly to bring order out of the 
long-standing chaos. Unless he has a better 
idea, the interim over-all commission, by legis- 
lative enactment, is the first thing for him to 
go to work on.

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A Discredited Pauley Quits Again 


Edwin W. Pauley announces that he will retire 
shortly from his post of special assistant to the 
Secretary of the Army, but that his decision to 
do so has no connection with the revelations that 


he has been speculating in grain. His face-saving 


excuse will fool no one. Mr. Pauley is quitting 
under a cloud because he was guilty of a grave 
impropriety in high publie office. 

This is the second time in two years Mr. Pau- 
ley has been obliged to retire from the public 
scene because he conceives of public office not 


‘as an opportunity for public service but as an 


opportunity for private gain. 

Last year, when President Truman nominated 
him to be Under Secretary of the Navy, it was 
brought out in the Senate hearings on confirma- 
tion that Pauley had spearheaded the raid by 
fellow-oil men in California on the tidelands oil 
reserves. These are the very reserves which, as 
an official of the Navy, it would have been his 
duty to preserve as a public trust. Mr. Pauley 
was so thoroughly discredited that he was forced 
to ask the President to withdraw his nomination. 

This second withdrawal of the impossible Mr. 
Pauley will, we hope, discourage the President 
from any further attempt to foist him off on the 
federal service. The President hoped last year 
to get him the Navy secretaryship by grooming 
him as Under Secretary. This year he has had 
Defense Secretary Forrestal and Army Secretary 
Royall lobbying with Senators with the idea of 
appointing Pauley Secretary of the Army on 
Royall's retirement. Mr. Pauley has been thor- 
oughly discredited twice, and that, we should 
think, would be enough to convince anyone. 
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Bright Side of the London Breakup 
Unfortunate as it is that the three Western 
democracies could not persuade Soviet Russia to 
go along on a joint program for Germany and 
Austria, the break up of the Foreign Ministers’ 
meeting at London is not all loss by any means. 
There never was more than a faint hope of 
agreement on the administration of Germany, 
internationalization of the Ruhr and reparations. 
Yet the meeting had to be held and the prob- 
lems discussed to see how far apart the con- 
ferees were. Also, it had to be held to prove 
the willingness of the Western democracies to 
debate the issues, in the light of full information. 
Nothing could better characterize the attitude 
of the Kremlin than the way in which Foreign 
Minister Molotov reacted to Secretary Marshall’s 
motion for adjournment. The Russian just 
didn’t react. He said he neither agreed to ad- 
journment nor did he object to it. He had no 
part of it either way. 
Now that the meeting is over, the course for 


the United States, Britain and France is clear. 


They should get together and show what demo- 
cratic administration of Western Germany can 
do. Nearly two and a half years have passed 
since the occupation began. Much has been 
accomplished, but a vast deal of effort has been 
wasted. What we could not undertake with the 
Russians, the Western democracies should now 
move quickly to achieve on a three-nation basis. 
They can go genuinely to work for an eco- 


nomically co-ordinated Western Germany, on a 


self-sustaining, reoriented basis. 

If we do the job as well as we should be able 
to do it, the time will come when the Soviets 
will be knocking on the door. They think time 
is on their side. Real performance by the demo- 
cratic occupation leaders and forces will bring 
time to our side.

Is Rent Control Illegal?

Judge found rent ceilings unconstitutional in peacetime; newspaper 
shows he overlooked Supreme Court precedents for federal inter- 
vention in non-military emergencies; says unbridled rent. inflation 
would be “sheer tragedy”

A federal judge in Cleveland held that 
rent controls are unconstitutional. His rea- 
soning was that we are not now “in fact” 
at war, and that the only excuse Congress 
had for rent controls in the first place was 
a war emergency. 

Federal Judge John P. Barnes, here in 
Chicago, while upholding rent controls, de- 
nounced them in somewhat bitter terms. 
Landlords, he thinks, 
are being singled out 
unfairly and held to 
pre-inflation incomes 
while every other 
type of business is 
free to charge what- 
ever the traffic will 
bear. 


The reasoning in 
both these cases 
closely follows the 
arguments of most 
landlords, Bolstered 
by the obvious 
friendliness of the 
G. O. P. majority in 
Congress, their cries 
have become ever louder. For many months 
we have said that in our opinion landlords 
are entitled to selective relief. Perhaps they 
may be entitled to a 15 or even 20 per cent 
increase.

However, in the Cleveland case, the land- 
lord had raised his rents from 40 to 60 
per cent. And there are unmistakable signs 
that this would be the rule, rather than the 
exception, were rent controls to be totally 
lifted. It is likely that many rents might 
be doubled or tripled, 


The reasoning of the Cleveland judge that 
only a war's emergency could justify meas- . 


ures such as rent control is unrealistic. A 
national crisis can rise quite as well from 
economic circumstances—as witness the de- 
pression of 1932. 


As a matter of fact, the United States 


Supreme Court recognized that such an 
emergency may justify legislation which 
might under normal conditions be consid- 
ered unconstitutional, Particularly in point 
was the 1934 decision upholding the Min- 
nesota Mortgage Moratorium Act, Farmers 
—not only in Minnesota but all through the 
land—were losing their farms by the thou- 
sands due to mortgage foreclosures. And 
they were rising in virtual rebellion. At 
foreclosure sales angry crowds of farmers 
saw to it that the only bidder allowéd to 
speak up was the landowner threatened 
with eviction. And he was thereby allowed 
to buy back his property. 


Analogy From the Depression 


In Iowa an infuriated mob dragged a 
judge off the bench and came within an 
ace of lynching him because of his fore- 
closure actions. 


In consequence, Minnesota and many oth- 
er states passed laws simply suspending 
the right of foreclosure. And when the 
Minnesota case went to the Supreme Court 
it ruled that the public welfare and the 
safety of the state were paramount even 
to the so-called “sanctity of contracts.” 


Today the housing situation presents a 
condition quite similar. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of persons are in desperate straits 
for adequate and decent housing. Millions 


more are able to make both ends meet only 


due to rent controls. 


It is true that many persons—probably a 
large majority—have far greater incomes 
than ever before. But they also have far 
greater expenses than ever before, too. And 
a huge minority—white collar workers, es- 
pecially—face today’s inflated living costs 
with little, if any, greater incomes than 
they had several years ago. Removal of 
rent controls for them would be sheer trag- 
edy. 

Both ‘the precedent of the emergency 


measures adopted during the depression 
and common sense dictate continuation of 


rent controls, even if somewhat modified, 


if serious trouble is to be avoided. 


A Marshall Plan Dividend 


From the Springfield (Mass.) Republican 


Representative Herter’s House Commit- 
tee on: Foreign Aid recommends that the 
proposed aid should be repaid in part in 
the form of minerals and metals that could 
be added to this country’s stockpile of stra- 
tegic defense materials. 

The committee estimates that the U.S.A. 
could obtain some 3136, 000, 000 worth of 
supplies each year from the European na- 
tions concerned or from their foreign 
colonies, This would be in addition to the 
annual shipment in regular commerce of 
$250,000,000 in other goods needed in the 
United States, the committee states. 

Such shipments would go far toward re- 
ducing the debt that will be entailed in 
any program for the rehabilitation of 
Western Europe with American money and 
equipment. The recently negotiated tariff- 
reduction agreements are counted on fur- 
ther to help advance such a process of 
postwar debt payments while promoting 
a restoration of normal commerce. 

All of which may be taken ag evidence 
that the United States has learned an im- 


+ 


portant lesson in economics since the days 
following the First World War when Con- 
gress opposed the offer of European debt- 
ors to pay their debts in kind”—that is, 
with shipments of goods instead of cur- 
rency or gold—and the United States found 
it could collect virtually no payments of 
any sort except from little Finland.

GREELY S. CURTIS, PIONEER R 
IN MAKING PLANES, DIES 


MARBLEHEAD, Mass., Dec. 16 
(AP)—Greely S. Curtis, who ex- 
perimented successfully with the 
manufacture and operation of fly- 
ing machines before the Wright 
brothers’ flight at Kittyhawk, 
N.C., died yesterday at his home. 
He was 76 years old. 

Curtis became interested in the 
problems of flight while a student 
at Harvard. After his graduation 
in 1892, he continued his studies 
at Cornell. In 1895, he and Otto 
Lilienthal hade successful glider 
flights in Germany. 

In 1910, he and W. Starling Bur- 
gess organized the Burgess & Cur- 
tis Co. in Marblehead, and made 
important progress in the develop- 
ment of the seaplane. By the end 
of the first World War the plant 
was turning out eight seaplanes a 
day for the Navy.

A grant. of $12,015 has been 
made to Dr. B. M. Levy, the as- 
sistant professor of bacterial and 
oral pathology at the Washington 
University School of Dentistry, for 
a study of experim@ftal oral can- 
cer, it was announced by Dr.

Door Chimes Available 


In Numerous Designs 


SMALL contrivance that has 
increased tremendously in pop- 
rity in the relatively short 
time it has been available to 
householders—apartment. or house 
dwellers-—is the door. chime. Its 
appeal is in the pleasing musical 
notes that are sounded, 


These chimes now are available 
in many designs, Usually they run 
to an ornamental wall plaque, in 
ivory or meee of brown to blend 
with the wall and the interior gen- 
érally, This plaque may or may 
not be equipped with tubes. When 
they. are used there are usually 
two, théugh a third is sometimes 
added, This is for decorative pur- 
poses, since two notes are all that 
are sounded as a rule.

That Word Noon. 


OON has so long been taken 

for granted as denoting 12 

o’clock in the middle of the 
day, that it has been extended to 
metaphorical use, as in the ex- 
pression “the high noon of her 
career,” or, as Motley put it, “In 
the very noon of that brilliant life, 
which was destined to be so soon, 
and so fatally, overshadowed.” 
However, there is a difference in 
the origin of the word, which at 
one. time signified a later hour.
